Before 1 read the book I’d known what 
everyone knew, of the refuge she and 
her nusband Mstislav Rostropovich, 
had given to Solzhenitsyn in their 
dacha near Moscow, and of the cost of 
their courage: exile and the loss of 
Russian citizenship. From records I 
knew the beauty of her voice - like a 
black wind suddenly silvering, wrote 
■ the dying poet. Akhmatova - and from 
television her personal beauty, mis- 
chievous. fierce, silver, black. 

The book is consistent with all that - 
but adds to it marvellously.

It’s still a cul-de-sac 


I n the aftermath of the teachers’ union confer- 
ences it is important to sort out the wheat from 
the chaff. The NUT and the NAS/UWT have 
generated thei r colu mn i nches of reportage in the 
national press, their footage of tape on television. 
The news columns of The TES this week provide 
extensive reports -from Scarborough, Torquay and 
Folkestone. But it is of the nature of conference 
rhetoric to obscure more than it reveals. What, 
beneath it all. are the simple realities behind the 
present dispute? 

First: the teachers are poorly paid. In common 
with many groups of public servants, (hey have been 
the victims of the Government's pay policy. The 1 
Clegg award, intended to help the teachers catch up 
some lost ground, has been deliberately eroded in 
the years since 1980 by Government insistence on 
sub-inflation increases, while the going rate for pay 
rises in private industry and commerce has consis- 
tently run ahead. 

Second: all this is history. If this is to be rehearsed 
in support of the teachers' claim, so must the 
| Government’s central contention that controlling 
public, expenditure is the key to the control of 
inflation. Big salary increases, like those which 
followed Houghton and Clegg, are characteristic of 
times of high inflation, and it is inflation which 
quickly erodes them. 

Against the background of Government policy on 
inflation and public expenditure there can be no 
member of the NUT or any other teachers' associa- 
tion who seriously believes that the Government 
could cave in to the teachers' Burnham claim, while 
still preserving this particular strategy. lf the teachers 
were seen to be successful, why not the hospital 
workers or the town hall staff or the civil service 
unions? No one supposes the Government fought a 
long-art d costly struggle with the NUM to give in to 
the NUT. Certainly that is not t|ie message Mrs ; 
Thatcher gayo the world last weekend while. Gordon . 


1 ’TEflnU thls means that Ihe idacters are being led up 
a ail de sac. There Is about this round of industrial 
action a curious mixture of frustration and pessim- 
ism. Even where support for action is strongest - and 
it would be quite wrong to Underestimate the 
strength of (he support and the bitterness of the 
feelings which have been amused - there Is also a 
profound defeatism. Teachers are conscious of the - 
deterioration of their profession , its' values, its ability 
to exercise its skijl and talent under decent conditions 
atid wit|i; reasonable support. They know in their 
Hearts that the present discontents are going tp make 
things. worse not- better-* but they can sec no other 
way. Intellectually they know* the. Government can 
“see them off’ as Mrs Thatcher claims she “saw off* 


the miners, but still, they feel, they must go* forward 
and mnke their protest. 

But it is a cut desac all the same; action will in the 
end be called off without a settlement which even 
approximates to the teachers' claim. It won’t achieve 
the revaluation of teaching as a profession which the 
teachers want, aiid it will leave all the difficult 
questions unanswered. 

Fourth: there is the immediate question of 
whether the teachers' action can damage the Con- 
servatives in the county council elections enough to 
put pressure on the Government. This is a matter of 
speculation now; three weeks hence it will all be over 
and speculation will have given way to analysis as the 
politicians seek to explain the way electors voted in 
terms of local and national issues. Nobody can say 
with any assurance what the dispute is doing for the 
teachers' public image. It would be distinctly odd if 
causing parents inoonvenience and deliberately 
stunting children's schooling were to raise teachers' 
standing in the community, but it is just conceivable 
that the claim that it is all being done for the long-run 
good of the children will carry the day. Or, at least, 
that electors, already a bit disenchanted with the 
Conservatives;, will heap on them the blame for all 
the troubles in the schools. . 

It is also possible that the loss, of Conservative 
county council seats will unsettle marginal Tory MPs 
and that (his will send alarm signals to the Govern;, 
ment through! the Whips' Office. But it is going to be 
difficult to prove all these connections, and because 
the last time when these local seats were contested 
was in. 1981 when Labour was riding high before the 
Falklands war, it is Labour which has most to defend 
on May 2, not the Conservatives. 

Once the local elections are over, the political 
I dividends will be much harder to collect. There may 
be a willingness among Labour l.e.a.s to make some 
sort of a deal, but kind words from Labour l.e.a.s 

structure, contract and appraisal. All that needs to be 
said here Is that on structure, the teachers and the 
l.e.a.s have the basis on which to build an agreement, 
while the teachers' contract may be construed in the 
courts in the not too distant future, in a way which may 
resolve some of the more contentious issues (though 
not necessarily in the way the teachers would like). 

Appraisal, ip jtself, does not raise insuperable 
difficulties, as the teachers are likely to make clear at 
the DES oh Monday (though no doubt the teachers, 
like their employers, would want to be sure Sir Keith 
understood the resource implications). What does 
arouse almost Universal opposition is the attempt to 
link salary botiuses and increments to any scheme of 
regular assessment. ' 

This, is the link which Sir Keith seems to be most 


keen to establish for two reasons. As a matter of 
principle he believes in finnndal incentives. And, 
having little money to spend, he wants it nil to go to 
those whose performance can be judged to justify 
higher pay. 

In this matter, however, it is Sir Keith who has 
become isolated. The teachers and the l.e.a.s (to say 
nothing of Sir Alex Jarrell, who pointedly insisted 
that the assessment of university staff, recommended 
in his recent efficiency report, should on no account 
be linked to pay) can adduce plenty of evidence - n 
selection of it has been reported in The TES - Hint 
assessment can work well as a tool of staff develop- 
ment but only if it is kept quite separate from merit 
money, salary increments or whatever. 

The Permanent Secretary went some way to spell 
out the issues' in his talk to the Industrial Society at 
the end of February (TES, March 1) but he wisely 
chose to keep clear of money matters. Sir Keith 
should now concentrate on getting an appraisal 
scheme, by agreement, as soon as possible, even if 
this means dropping the merit-money nexus and 
concentrating on other issues of staff and career 
development. He can do so quite gracefully. His 
extreme attitude has already borne some fruit: by 
concentrating opposition on the pay-performance 
link, he has brought about a ladt acceptance of 
assessment itself. 

Sixth, and finally: what conclusion is to be drawn 
from the present disasters? Those who forecast from 
the middle of last year that there would be another 
winter, spring and summer of discontent will get no 
pleasure from being proved right. What is happening 
how has looked inevitable since last July. 

. The teachers would be wise to cut their losses now, 
take -arbitration, and redouble their efforts on 
structure. This would be inglorious and the teachers’ 
leaders can hardly afford such inglorious wisdom just 
after their annual conferences have urged them on to 
> . greaitec.^erxing-do. But what, is the alternative? 
There is no “big bang” solution to teachers' salaries ~ 
not just because the Government won’t agree, but 
because “special cases" seldom remain special for 
very long. The best hope for an improvement Is to go 
for salami tactics, a little bit Here and a little bit there, 
and this is much more likely to come by negotiation 
on structure, contract and assessment, thnn by 
stepping up what passes for industrial action. 

This is not, by any means, the only clcnient In a 
solution. The teachers are the victims of the present 
mess, not the architects of it. The Government - 
even within the tight financial constraints it has made 
for itself- needs to look for ways of giving hope to.lhe 
teaching profession on whom its educational plans 
depend. If the teachers are to trust hi salami tactics, 
le, the phasing of demands and offers, it is up to the 
Government to find some salami.

Delegates gave o verwhelming support 
for a conference call from the NUT 
executive for an escalation of strike 
action in schools during the summer 
term. 

Calls for a ballot on disrupting 
examinations and a one-day national 
I strike of all teachers' unions were 
heavily defeated, although the confer- 
ence did agree to give the executive the 
power to intensify action if necessary. 

Under the policy agreed, schools in 
selected areas will face an indefinite 
senes of three-day strikes. The plan is 
to concentrate the campaign on "sensi- 
tive constituencies" and make 
teachers' pay a key issue in the forth- 
coming county council elections. 

Mr Don Winters, the union’s 
treasurer, said that in the coming term 
there would be three-day strikes in 
some schools “in die first week, in the 
second week, in the third week and in 
the fourth, fifth and sixth weeks and; 





for as long as Is necessary." 

The motion also called for a con- 
tinuation of the current three-day 
■strike campaign in different areas r 
and allows local union leaders to 
determine whether to opt for action 
ranging between half-day and three- 
day strikes.

asked not to become involved in 
curriculum innovations outside school 
hours - which would include work for 
the introduction of the new 16-plus 
examination. 

To finance the action, all members 
arc being asked to donate a day's pay 
to the union's strike hind - whicn 
currently stands at about £9 million. If 
all members contribute it would bring 
in an extra £3 million. 

The recommendation put forward 
by the executive was agreed with 
hardly a vote against it - and no 
amendments from the floor being 
accepted by the conference. 

A call from the Birmingham branch 
for a ballot on non-cooperation with 
this year!s public examinations was 
heavily defeated after Mr Frank Low- 
ery, from Newcastle, had warned that 
the action would not affect private 
schools and only serve to make "the. 
rich richer and the poor poorer". 

Dr Walter Roy, chairman of the 
union’s education committee, said the 
executive had received advice that 
there could be legal difficulties with 
such action. 

“Under the 1984 Trade Union Act. 
there has to be a dispute for a ballot on 
action and there is no dispute between 
those of our colleagues who have 1 
entered into a contract with any ex- 

selves," he added. 

Mr Mike Morris, from Birmingham, 
had argued that the ballot was the only 
way to ensure “movement in the near 
future" in the dispute. 

An amendment calling for a one-day 
strike, of all education unions was 
defeated after Mr Peter Griffin, ex- 
president had said: “We’ve gone past 
the days of demonstration. We are 
too far down the road of industrial 
action to consider something as trivial 
as a one-day strike.” 

• Another amendment calling for in- 
definite strikds in some areas sufch As 
Mrs Thatcher's Finchley and Sir Keith 
Joseph s Leeds constituencies was also 
defeated as was a move for a compul- 
sory levy towards the strike fund.

Teachers are being forced to work in 
bars, drive taxis and work on building 
sites in the evenings to bring their 
income up to a decent standard, Mr 
Gordon Green, the incoming presi- 
dent of the NUT, said in hisacfdrcss to 


the conference. 

Mr Green told delegates it was a 
“national disgrace" that many teachers 
could not afford to stay in the profes- 
sion, adding: “I wonder if many of the 
general public realize that some of our

colleagues on the lower scales of pay 
are actually enti tiled to supplementary 
benefit ana that their children qualify 
for free school dinners. " 

Mr Green added; “It is scandalous 
that these young people who started 
out with the highest ideals and genuine 
commitment arc being forced to recon- 
sider their first choice of a teaching 
career because the head-hunters of 
commerce and industry can offer them 
higher salaries, better prospects and a 
guaranteed midday break. 

He said that the Government had 


provoked teachers by turning from 
their erstwhile neglect of education to 
“open hostility”. Police pay had risen 
by 96 per cent since 1978, average 
earnings by 82 per cent, teachers’ pay 
by 46 percent and MPs’ salaries by 144 
per cent. 

Against this background, he argued, 
it was a “down right liberty' 1 for the 
employers to call for a “serious- 
worsening of conditions of service" as 
outlined in the local authorities’ struc- 
ture package. 

He said that Sir Keith Joseph should 
have offered "a gesture of gratitude” 
to teachers for their patience in waiting 
to be rewarded for their work instead 
of a call for regular assessment. 

. “What it all boils down to is that it is 
simply cheaper to pay the few than it is 
to pay the many," he added. “Payment 
by assessment would be more than a 
swindle - it would be wage-larceny on 
a grand scale. Where the humbug 
comes in is the parading of fancy 
excuses that are being used for what 
would be nothing more than a cost- 
cutting exercise. ,r 

Mr, Green said that Sir Keith and 
Tory backbenchers had made a very 
serious accusation that the teaching 
force was not giving “value for money 8

but could not give any indication as to 
how many were failing or in what way 
they were failing. 

Mr Green attacked the notion that 
the country could not afford to pay for 
education, adding: “The Government 
can afford £10 bilGon for Trident. The 
total cost of the war and maintenance 
of Fortress Falklends is estimated to 
cost £3 billion by 1986. That is over £3 
million for each family on the island. 

“At that rate this Government is 
prepared to spend more money on one 
Falkland Island sheep than on school 
books and equipment for our children 
in schools." 

However, he warned that the educa- 
tion service could soon be saying 


“Come back. Sir Keith, all is forgiven" 
if he was succeeded as Education 
Secretary by Mr John Sclwyn Gum- 
mer, the present chairman of the 
Conservative Party. 

“He has attacked the hishops, us -

Mrs Czemiewska is keen to build on 
the work of the American National I 
Writing Project, which has a network 
of 131 teacher training centres and 
provides workshops and seminars for 
over 70,000 teachers each year. 

The tutors are selected teachers who 
are offered five-week “summer fel- 
lowships" at local universities. They 
then offer workshops to schools and 
groups of teachers, using practical 
tasks based on teaching experience to 
ensure that all members of the group 
are in a position to contribute.

MSC rebuked 
for snub to

A Manpower Services Commissioner 
warned this week that the future of the 
two-year Youth Training Scheme is. 
endangered by the exclusion of the 
education service from its central plan- 
ning. He accused the Commission of a 
"carve-up" to ensure employer 
domination of the scheme. 

Mr Wilson Longden, the Commis- 
sioner who represents the education 
service, said that education and local 
government were being denied any 
effective voice in the drawing up of the 
new YTS. 

They were being kept out of the 
“inner cabinet" of Commissioners 
dealing with the policy and grudgingly 
allowed minimal representation on 
the committee of officials working out 
the details. 

The aim. Mr Longden said, was to

Dr Shalva Weil reports 
on a trend-setting 
project that Is providing 
a firmer educational 
foundation for children 
from disadvantaged 
homes. 

“Hippy'’ — home instruction prog- 
ramme for pre-school youngsters — is 
not a faded “flower child” of the 1960s 
but a burgeoning blossom of the 1980s, 
conceived in Israel at the end of the 


flower-power era in 1969. 

Unlike other ephemeral experi- 
ments, however, it has steadily grown 
and expanded to become a project of 


International repute operating in 
several countries. 

Originally set up as a research 
project by Dr A vim a Lombard of the 
National Council of Jewish Women's 
research institute for innovation in 
education at Jerusalem's Hebrew 
University, Hippy aimed to strengthen 
home education to prepare disadvan- 
taged children for the challenge of 
school. 

Dr Lombard was os firmly con- 
vinced then as now that even mothers 
with little or no formal educational can 
teach their children the necessary skills 
to enable them to start school with an 
equal advantage. 

The Israeli Minister of Education 
decided to support Hippy nationally in 
1975, and 13,000 families currently 
participate in 100 urban and rural 
communities. Research carried out at 
the institute followed up Hippy gradu- 
ates to school-leaving age, and demon- 
strated that children who received 

S re-school home instruction per- 
>rmed better than peers and older 
siblings. In addition, mothers who

Mothers join Hippy when their 
children are four-years-old, working 
weekly with them at home on an 
activity packet from a para-profession- 
al aide. On alternate weeks, mothers,, 
attend bi-weekly meetings with 10-15 
others and the aide, who is herself a 
“neighbour mum" and Hippy gradu- 
ate. Groups discuss the past week’s 
packet and the mothers are then given 
the next one. 

The packets are organized around 
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evaluating asbestos hazards, nor does 
it sav how they should get rid of them. 

The schools are caught in a catch-22 
situation. If they fail to inspect and/or 
remove .the hazard, they can be sued 
by the Federal Government. If they do 
inspect, they must post a notice which 
causes so much, community concern 
that they, end up having no alternative 
but to take the (dost drastic action. 

/ “Telling parents that asbestos Is 


the refinement of language skills by 
using storybooks with special games 
detailed in worksheets, the improve- 
ment of sensory discrimination skills. 
Including simple visual, auditory and 
tactile exercises, and problem solving, 
which incorporates classification , 
matching and grouping attributes and 
ideas. 

The costs of producing Hippy mate- 
rials are minimal. Worksheets are 
stencilled on inexpensive paper and 
distributed in simple folders by volun- 
teers. The cheapness of the scheme, 
combined with its balanced education- 
al content, has attracted the attention 
of many countries, including Third 




World nations. 

In December 1982, 28 university and 
government education department ex- 
perts from 14 countries attended the 
first Hippy international workshop, 
which was supported by a Ford Found- 
ation grant. A second such meeting 
was held in May 1984 and u third is 
planned for June. 

Kay Weinberger, co-ordinator of 
Hippy International, explained: “The 
workshops are based at the Hebrew 
University, where participants are sup- 
plied with background information on 
Hippy in Israel. They then observe

Swann ignored Caribbean diversity 



Sir - Professor Parekh ( TES . March 
22 ) makes an excellent case for the 
view that the Swann Committee's 
investigations should have taken a 
more sophisticated approach to the 
grouping of ethnic minority pupils for 
statistical comparisons. He gives clear 
examples of how this might have been 
done within the Asian community by 
separating Indian. Pakistani and Bang- 
ladeshi children, though there are 
some examples of separate figures 
given for Indians and Pakistanis. 

My awn feeling is that a similar 
sub-division of west Indian pupils 


bean, was likely to be closer to that of 
white and Indian pupils, while that of 
Jamaicans overall might have corres- 
ponded more to the Bangladeshis, 
though middle-class Jamaicans would 
certainly have done better.

There is also a need to examine the 
way in which social class is defined in 
relation to West Indians. If this is done 
solely by parental occupation this' 
could be misleading: there arc many 
West Indians doing jobs in this country 
which are associated with lower social 
status, let alone the unemployed, who 
originate from families which in the 
Caribbean would be regarded as mid- 
dle doss, such as landowners, entrep- 
reneurs and civil servants. 

Many West Indian parents and 
pupils will rightly be Incensed by the 
impression given by Swann that these 
children are underachieving when, 
judged by all the usual educational 


sub-division of West Indian pupils 
would also have been revealing. There 
is clearly a difference in the history of 
educational development between the 
northern and southern Caribbean - 
standards of adult literacy have tradi- 
tionally been much higher in the 
southern nations of Barbados, Trini- 
dad and Grenada than in Jamaica in 
the north. 

I believe that research directed 
along these lines might have shown 
that the attainment of West Indian 
pupils in British schools, whose fami- 
lies originated in the southern Carib- 


Ity by reinforcing the already estab- 
lished stereotype of low achievement. 

By failing to identify any sub-groups 
within the west Indian group and also 


by failing to attempt an analysis of the 
possible reasons for the success of 
some West Indian pupils, they may 
have served to perpetuate the very 
problem they set out to Investigate.

“Not to comment on the rights and wrongs of 
the case," he said, jinking away from any 
discussion of morale, moonlighting or the exodus 
from the profession, “I think they have to make 
the case by reason, go to arbitration maybe, 
accept appraisal to give public proof of their 


professionalism. It is very noticeable that the 
teachers at the public school down the road don't 
go on strike." 

As for the cuts, contrary to the general 
impression, "more money is going into the 
schools than ever before. In Ealing, we were 
awash with money and ILEA still is. We just have 
to look carefully to see where the capitation is 
going. If it’s not going into books, then it’s going 
into something else - consumable materials and 
teachers. The average teachereams£9,700. That 
would buy an awful lot of books." 

As for what goes on in schools, as a convinced 
Anglican with leanings towards the fundamental 
Baptists, he is very concerned about religious and 
moral education. “I think that’s the way to end 
football violence, not by locking people up - it’s 
like riding a difficult horse, you do it more 
successfully by giving it freedom."

Teacher training cannot be left to schools, 
John Wilson argues

M ore than a hundred primary teachers 
meet next week to discuss what uses 
their schools might make of local indus- 
try, when the Schools Curriculum in- 
dustry Project (SCIP) holds Its first primary and 
middle schools conference at Edge Hill College. 

SClP was one oF the few projects to survive the 
.closing of the Schools Council , ‘arid has worked 
principally In secondary schools. NexJ week's 
conference is a move into new territory and over 
the next few months primary schools will he 
invited to consider the “industrial dimension" in , 
their curricula.. , 

What is being suggested is pot an addition to 
the curriculum, but rather a re-shaping of sofne of 
the existing work. Children already study the 
local environment, and often the social environ- 
ment, the people about them. An Important. 
aspect,of our present society is work , and how we 
organise ourselves in workplaces, In SCIP we are 
interpreting “industry" in, its broadest- sense - 
including the agricultural, | distributive, commer- 
cial find service industries, not merely manufac- 
turing.

of people making things, or people providing 
services. 

Questions follow: not just the Guinness Book

. but often more searching questions, about who 
makes decisions in the workplace, what exactly 
job-satisfaction means, and how 'disagreements 
are settled, Some of the most fruitful exchanges

. look at unpaid work in the home, or at the 
unemployed. The attitudes of the consumers are a 
further dimension to be explored, perhaps to 
contrast with those of the producers. 

Ideas frpm visits to industries can be developed 
further in the classroom. For example, children 
have formed co-operative mini-enterprises that 
have allowed them to explore the problems of 
Work at first hand, and to test out different ways 
of solving them - often attempting quite radical 
solutions. 

Making contact with local Industries is not 
difficult. Although not all will welcome primary 
schools, a little patience and persistence often 
opens doors. Personal contacts, through pnronls 
and school governors, seem to provide one of tho 
best routes into industry. The local trades 
council, parents, or the regional education 
officers of the TUC offer good ways into local 
trade unionism. Building up contacts like these 
might sometimes take a little time, but can lead to 
long-standing relationships for the school. 

Next month, ail schools with primary aged 
children will be Invited to take part in a SCIP 1 
Department of Industry competition.

Edward Blishen on 
Isaac Bashevis Singer 


Lore and Exile. By Isaac Bashevis Singer. 
Jonathan Cape £10.95. 0 224 02982 7. 


In outline, this is the infinitely dismaying account 
oilbe first thirty or so years in the life of the son of 
adMout Polish rabbi, born in 1904 and brought 
with traditional rectitude, who rebelled 
aglnst God and man, suffered from hideous 
pMowphical fevers; wished helplessly to add to a 
deeply inhibited Yiddish literature, stories based 
oohUbollef that “to write about love and exclude 
xr was a useless labour”; considered suicide 
every day but, unable to kill himself, escaped 
hoot the doom that hung over the Jews of Poland 
by emigrating In 1935 to America. His journey 
therewas a nightmare of the profoundest bashful- 
wa n odds with the ordinary features of a , I 
traaothadr. journey; the torment, indeed, of 
being incapable of ordinariness of any kind. He 
ffudek with every sort of despair. In America he 
achieved the visa needed to suve him from being 
shipped back to Poland and Hitler only after 
self-induced misadventures that could occur to no 
roc buta morbid clown. He did not then consider 
Mrasclf rescued, but lost - “lost In America, lost 
forever. 


That is the outline: but page by page the story 
dismays only at the same time as it invigorates, 
often excites. It is the paradox at the heart of all 
that Singer writes, that a man who remembers 
standing in a library among the masterworks of 
world literature and knowing that not one of these 
books could dissipate his misery, is unable himself 
to write about the most desolate idea or experi- 
ence without causing a thrill in the reader. God is 
‘‘a cosmic Ghengis Khan or Napoleon"; life is “a 
scab, an itching, a poisonous toadstool that grew 
on old planets. The earth suffered from an 
eczema of its skin”. “I wns a child," he writes, 
“but I had the same view of the world that I have 
today - one huge slaughterhouse, one enormous 
hell," As for human cujture, ft is a " ffinrt 


engagement, slapped each other and wrangled 
bitterly, and left arm in arm. “I remember 
thinking to myself, ‘That Is what literature must 
be about’. "There follows “A Little Boy i n Search 
of God", in which God can hardly be said to have 
been found: a portrait of a solitary who sat all day 
In the Writers’ Club reading books, falling to 
discover a tolerable reason for the behaviour of 
cats with mice, and feeling a deepening horror at 
the murderous simplicities of world outlook 
expressed by young Jews under the inspiration of 
•'a few pamphlets" of Marxist-Leninist origin. 

So to "A Young Mari in Search of Love”: where 
the quest is as ambiguously concluded as in the 
earlier case. Love, sex, “the endless variations 
and tensions peculiar to the relations between the 
sexes", form the driftwood to which the drowning 
Singer clings. The paradox in this corner of the 
story is that while remaining “pathologically 
bashful”, the young man has a fiercely passionate 
.affair with a woman twice his age, before moving 
'towards his conviction that single affairs will not 
do: he saw no difficulty in being in love with a 
number of women at once. He thought how odd it 
was that Tolstoy had been silent about Anna 
Karenina’s sexual relationships with her husband 
and, later, her lover. He concluded that even the 
eyes were less expressive of the human soul than 
the sexual organs. He was already committed to 
two Idols: “the .idol of literature and the idol of 
love". But he had to escape from Warsaw, where 
"all the faces reflected the fatigue of the Diaspora 
and the fear of tomorrow”.

Singer with added gloom, since he would take it as

as falling below his usual rigorous standards of 
melancholy observation: since much art, and his 
eminently , seems clearly to work through making 
us remember the human disasier.-

Longman’s Imprint series continues to 
reprint successful works for schools 
with ideas for discussion and writing, 
relevant photographs, notes on au- 
thors and suggestions for further 
reading. 

Susan Hill provides insight into the 
workings of the imaginaRon in her 
introduction to Strange Meeting , in 
which she describes the family chance 
and artistic influence (from Britten's 
War Requiem) that moved her towards 
writing about the First World War, her 
fears about immersing herself in the 
horror of it, yet the tselief that this 
would act as a catharsis. The rela- 
tionship between the two soldiers, 
David Barton and John Hilliard, is a 
moving one, and the endurance, mis- 
givings and devastating destruction of 
Bfe are unflinchingly portrayed. The 
First World War poetry and photo- 
graphs add to it immensely. 

Laurie Lee's magic artistry with 
language works best when he is look- 
ing at the unoenquerably individual 
characters of his Cotswold village with 
youthful sensibility, the ruined unem- 
ployed of the Thirties, or Spain at that 
time. Realism and romanticism are 
balanced - he actually did step out of 
his mother’s cottage one midsummer 
morning with a violin and a tin of 
treacle biscuits, work on a building site 
in London, and wander through Spain 
earning his living by his music, until the 
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hood, the unemployed, and Spain of the 
period. The Inter, more sober nieces on 
Ahcrfan, Concorde, nnd his unughtcr, 
arc of interest too, but decline in 
excitement. 

The film-script presentation of Bar- 
ry Hines's Looks and Smiles, about a 
boy-and-girl relationship in today's 
unemployment situation, makes for a 
remorseless spelling-out of del nil. The 
demolished houses, vandalized bus 
shelters, the dreary environment of 
social security offices, arc sometimes 
laid on too thick. In sharp contrast to 
the Laurie Lee selection, the book 
seems an exercise in presenting every 
standard cause of tension in present- 
day young people, nnd fits stereotyped 
characters into the scene. But it ooes 
provide a mass of material for discus- 
sion on being jobless, on relationships, 
resorting to petty crime and violence, 
split-up families, having little alterna- 
tive to joining the army. Its realism is 
certainly more valuable than neat 
solutions would have been. 

Stories in Meetings and Partings 
focus on the traumas, sensitivities and 
changes crucial in youth, lost inno- 
cence, betrayal of a friend, clnss divi- 
sions, the. fear and compulsion in a 
young girl that leads to tier seduction. 
Two stories by Liam O’Flaherty enter 
the lives of animals, suggesting human 


dlcaments of old age. A recommended 
selection, with Graham Greene, Sid 
Chaplin, Alan Sillitoe and a number of 
excellent Caribbean and Ameican wri- 
ters represented.

Judging by these two books from the 
Hulton Drama Series, which covers 
the development of Western Drama 
from , "Classical Beginnings’* to “The 
Modern Age", there is nothing origin- 
al or bamrpvefsial in their content. 
They include well-edited versions of 
three representative plays and a clear, 
accurate outline of the theatrical con- 
ditions extant at the time. The 
approach is straight-forward and in 
uhe with traditional teaching of theatre 
arts. They could provide useful text- 
books for an intrpduction to the sub- 
ject in the middle range of a secondary 
school. 

The illustrations range from con- 
temporary prints of the theatres and 
Briars to photographs of modern pro 
ductions Of the nlavs. Tn fha main fh»u 


ate well chosen and adequately repro- 
duced; The ' addition of somewhat 
naive line drawings, presumably in the 


hope of filling gaps in the contempor- 
ary pictorial material nnd of maxing 
the texts visually more attractive, is a 
mistake. They 'sit uncomfortably next 
to the originals and are given unwar- 
ranted space which could have been 
more valuably used for larger repro- 
ductions of the theatre interiors with 
their multiplicity of detail. Even 
Hogarth's cartoon of strolling players 
in a bam is reduced in impact and 
clarity by its size. 

The Introduction includes n section 
on “things to do” and this is not at all 
helpful. It docs not provide any new 
insights into the period for the students 
ana is therefore irrelevant to n book 
primarily designed for them, nnd any 
qualified teacher could bo expected to 
take them for granted as the type of 
project which would result from 
teaching drama in this way. A bib- 
llography for follow-up work in the 
library would have been more factually 
useful.

seminars and exhibitions designed to 
explore the wider purpose of children's 

E ublishing, were noticeably attended 
y those with nothing better to do 
rather than those in seats of power. 
How many publishers, for instance, 
found time to admire - or even notice - 
the admirable exhibition of books, 
manuscripts and book illustrations 
from the Kerlan Collection staged by 
the University of Minnesota? Yet here 
they could have seen in little a history 
of post-1940 artistic, graphic and 
typographical change in children’s 
books, to set this year's brand-new 
buys in context: including Paul Gal- 
done's gutsy response to one of chil- 
dren’s literature’s early challenges, 
The History of Mother Twaddfeand the 
Marvelous Achievements of Her Son 
Jack. Equally important was the IBBY 
exhibition. Books for Language-Re- 
tarded Children, whose annotated 
catalogue (available free from IBBY 
Secretariat, Leonhardsmaben 38a, 
CH-4051 Basel, Switzerland) reflects 
the growing conviction of publishers 
throughout the world that tneir task Is 
to ennch the lives of all children, not 
just the privileged few. 

The profusion of books and pub- 
lishing ideas from ail over the world 
that filled the book fair halls leaves one 
bewildered about future trends. Have 
novelty books that pop-pp, press-out 
or turn into pumpkins really had their 
day? Not if the child judges of the 
Cntici in Erba have their say. Is there 
really a dearth of good fiction for the 8 ’ 
to 12 age group? Not if Marwret 
Hamilton of Hodder and Stoughton 
Australia, championing her stoat 
series, has anything to do with it. The 
. answer is that there is a lot of every- 
thing around: a lot of rubbish, but, 
especially in innovative picture books, 


a lot of "talpnt too, and, among the 
self-consiously hard-nosed publishers, 
a lot pf commitment.

The Good War": an oral Malory of 
World War Two. By Studs Terkel. 
Hamish Hamilton £12.95. 241 114934. • 

Easily the most striking non-fiction 
book of 1982 was Jeon Stein's “Amer- 
ican biography" of Warhol “superstar” 
Edie Sedgwick. Stein dispensed with 
much of the usual biographical appar- 
atus (and with the fashionable New 
Journalistic ego-tripping) and pre- 
sented Edie’s hurried, finally tragic, 
life in the words of more than a 
hundred of her friends. Factory col- 
leagues and contemporaries. 

American biography” quite accur- 
ately suggested a sub-genre. It had 
been Warnol, famously, who had pre- 
dicted that everyone would be famous 
for 15 minutes. But Warhol created 
Instant superstars, famous - like Edie - 
for little more than being famous. He 
remained an avant-gardist playing at 
populism. The realline, from Whit- 
man through John Dos Passos to the 
anonymous proletarian writers of the 
1930s. emerges with Studs Terkel. 

Over the years, Terkel has given 
more Americans their 15 minutes' 
worth of fame than all the Johnny 
Carsons and access channels put 
together. “ The Good War ” is his fifth 
oral history, compiled from endless 
interviews with ordinary Americans. 
After recreating the. Depression in 




Hard Times , he turns quite logically to 
World War Two -or as the loony SAC 
generals up in Nebraska call it, “War 
Two”; nowadays, “world” is under- 
stood. 

Terkel’s books now attract a ready 
lexicon of honorifics: panoramic, rich 
vibrant canvas. Tolstoyan, vast array. 
While these do fide for the blurbs,

in a war and in n nntlon so con- 
ditioned by fictions of war, it is hard 
nut to see the pressure of fiction on 
many of Tcrkcl's speakers. When a 
combat soldier describes knocking out 
the gold teeth of Japanese corpses and 
the subsequent epiphnny of a fumily 
photograph, posed on rice mats before 
a paper screen of Mt Fujiyama, it is 
hard not to catch echoes of Norman 
Mailer's novel, or in the frequent rants 
against army obduracy nmi i I logic, of 
Heller's. Piles of corpses - whether at 
Bataan or Buchcnwald - arc always 
likened to “cordwood", surely less a 
collective memory than nn uncon- 
scious echo of the famous Vague and 
Life reports.

"The Good War" is not just a 
combat history, it devotes space to

J urc; to Germans, Russians, and 
apnnese and, admirably, to those 
black Americans for whom the war 
was the first chapter in the civil rights 
movement, the first significant adv- 
ance since Emancipation. On the 
accepted scale of things in 1942, black 
GIs (in segregated units) came just a 
shade below German POWs and just a 
benefit of racial doubt above the 
Japanese. Many of the real atrocities 
of war were perpetrated by Americans 
on Americans of a different colour, 
whose aim, loyalty and blood were 
nonetheless indistinguishable when it 
came to the ultimate lust. 

"The Good War" presents a remark- 
ably coherent account of contempor- 
ary American altitudes to war. Feel- 
ings are inevitably coloured by what 
has happened since. In his farewell 
address. President Eisenhower (a vic- 
tor on the European battlefield) 
warned of the "military-industrial 
complex’ 1 that was coming to power in 
America. On the other front. General 
MacArthur had promised to return. 
History repeats itself once as tragedy, 
twice as farce, and America could not 
stop returning to Asia or Europe. The 
Pentagon-bad cost a spell over half the 
World, The uneasy pence of Tokyo Bay 
and Luncburg Heath quickly lapsed 
into Cold War, Korea and VJctnnm.

Five years ago, when Granada Tele- 
vision decided to make the series, 
tiie motive was simple: the British 
Empire was the largest in the history 
of the world, and men who played 
key roles in its closing years were st ill 
affve In such places as Aldeburgh. 
-Salisbury and Bath. To capture their 
. memories on film before it was too 
late was an urgent task. 

Klplink was writing in the 1880s. but 
is tbe 1980s Bath Still Rules OK. 

It is the Incorporation of the recol- 
lections of a large number of retired 
jininistrators, soldiers and diplo- 
mas, counterpointed with the memor- 
ies of the nationalist leaders who 
fooghl or negotiated with them, that 
ejvts this series an ironic richness.

The pattern of the television series

Malaya represents the sole instance 
where a determined Communist insur- 
rection was, by skill and resolve, 
gradually eroded and defeated. The 
hero of Malaya, Field-Marshal Sir 
Gerald Templcr, was, when posted to 
Cyprus, less successful in eradicating 
EOKA terrorism. The Cypriot crisis 
proper began on the fatal evening of 
July 28, 1954, when Henry Hopkinson, 
Minister of State at the Colonial 
Office, announced to the House of 
Commons that there were certain 
imperial possessions which, because of 
their continuing strategic significance, 
could “never'' hope to secure inde- 
pendence. Britain, that a century be- 
fore had been hot for Greek freedom 
from Ottoman tyranny, was now prop- 
osing to keep a halt million Greeks and 
Turks in perpetual colonial subjection.

mediately appoint a new Prime Minis- 
ter of Britain's choice or instantly sign 
a ready-typed instrument of abdica- 
tion, that independence is no! exactly 
worth much. 

In Iran, indirect British rule was 
exercised though an exclusive oil con- 
cession first negotiated when the coun- 
try was in no position to strike a 
realistic bargain. In 1951, Mussadeq. 
the populist PM, understandably re- 


sentful of ihe tiny royalty Iron re- 
ceived, nationalized the Anglo-lranian 
Oil Company. All hell broke loose. 
The Foreign Secretary, Herbert Mor- 
rison, was all for sending a punitive 
force (the resulting conflict could well 
have made Abndan, 1951, an action 
prcnlay of Suez.

LOGO MATHS 

Rosamund Sutherland reports on a conference to assess the role of the 
computer language LOGO in the mathematics curriculum 

A t the end of March a small 

working conference of invited i 

uendennes met at the Institute Bi 3 
of Education to consider the 
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working conference of invited 
uendetmes met at the Institute 
of Education to consider the 
role of LOGO within the school 
mathematics curriculum. For the first 
time 40 rcscurchcrs and educators 
came from all aver the world to assess 
the current position, to discuss re- 
scorch findings, exchange ideas and 
identify themes and questions for guid- 
ing future investigation. 


ing future investigation. 

An underlying theme throughout 
the conference wns the value of Logo 
in challenging accepted notions of 
whnt is appropriate in n mathematics 
curriculum, and in making mathema- 
tical activity more exciting and pupil- 
centred. There was a general consen- 
sus that Logo, and in particular turtle 
geometry, provides a crucial link be- 
tween mathematical abstractions and 
the real world. As a language, it 
enables mathematical objects to be 
named, explored and experimented 
with in such a way that it appears “you 
have part of your brain in front of you 
with which you can interact'' (quoted 
by Dr Herbert Loethe). 

Papers were submitted on four prin- 
cipal areas: Logo as an environment 
for learning mathematics; building a 
Logo-based mathematics curriculum; 
'implementation of a Logo mathema- 


tics curriculum in the school; and 
developing new microworlds. (A mic- 
roworld is an environment created on 
the computer using Logo which prom- 
otes the understanding of specific 
mathematical ideas through explora- 
tion and investigation.) Smaller working 
groups then tried to develop an under- 
standing of Logo within the mathema- 
* tics curriculum and to produce some | 
practical outcomes for use by teachers. 
Reports on these will be available later 
in the year. 

The first set of working groups 
looked at the two major issues of 
'recursion and variable. Questions in- 
cluded the conceptual nature of these 


ideas and the kinds of Logo environ- 
ments which would make them more 
accessible to children. The second set 
considered number, algebra and 
geometry within the school mathema- 
tics curriculum, and discussed how 
Logo can make a new and vajuable 
contribution to the understanding of 
these areas. 

The conference ended on a note of 
optimism. In a finnl debate on the 
implications of Logo for the mathema- 
tics curriculum, it was concluded that 
despite all research and curriculum 
development which still needs to be 
done, there is a real possibility that 
with Logo, mathematics will become 
more accessible to more children. 
These changes must get under way so 
that we know what to ask from new 
developments in technology and prog- 
1 ramming languages and will be better 
able to implement them. Mathematics 
education wjll then be Ln control of the 
new technology rather than merely 
reacting to it.

With this in mind. Save the Children 
have brought out a resources pack, 
Making the News, which sets out "to 
encourage children to be more aware 
of the media which is produced for 
them". It Is aimed at the; 9-13 fage 
range and sets itself the dual task of 
showing children through their own 
active participation how news is made, 
selected and presented, while at the 
same time conveying the “media" 
message of Third World poverty, 
against which Save the Children is 
constantly fighting. . . 

The material divides broadly, into 
two branches of the media, broadcast- I 
ing and newspapers, concentrating on l 
. those areas which as a passive recipient l 
the child will have found most influen- 1 
\ rial. John Craven's Newsround , for 1 
instance, is watched by up to eight 
million children in the winter months 
and this forms the basis for the pack’s 
“Newsround Extra" unit. Children 
have to make their qwn taped prog- 
ramme, . using the transcript from 
Craven’s visit to a Save the Children 
nutrition unit in Bangladesh.

a television, series called How Vfah 
- Begin. It Is with characteristic insight 
and 'originality that he now turns his 
attention to the related and often 
neglected theme of How Wars End.

Underestimated and 
misunderstood 

How should we teach women’s history? asks Colin James Hall

There are, however, wider benefits 
and possible results that go beyond 
another course in a history depart- 
ment. Might ■ one hope to produce 
informed, open-minded, questioning 
young people, capable oE seeingthem- 
selvcs as individuals rather than in 
some role? Might they be better able to 
understand the notions of femininity, 
masculinity, and thus form belter per- 
sonal relationships with improved self- 
perception and greater respect for 
each other? Might one hope to illus- 
trate the nature and possible pitfalls of 
prejudice, equality, and stereotyping? 

As history teachers, women's his- 
■ tory offers us an opportunity to place 
current social change into tne context 
of the past and to play a part in 
forminga reassessment ofattitudes out 
of the light of that historical perspec- 
tive.

Juliet Gardiner surveys British History textbooks for A level 


U A level history can be a bit of a grey 
area” muses Christopher Wheeler of 
the publishers Edward Arnold and the 
majority of other school publishers 
seem to share his opinion. The prob- 
lem seems to be a fundamental uncer- 
tainty about how history should be 
taught at this level, the decreasing 
'number of pupils taking A ieve I history 
and uncertainty about the changes to 
the A level syllabuses which are sche- 
duled to be introduced by most ex- 
amining boards in 1985 for examina- 
tion in 1987. All these factors have 
tended In the past to contribute to a 
certain ambiguity among publishers 
about the books they bring out for the 
16 to 18-year-olds and often lead them 
to prefer to concentrate their output 
on the more clearly defined areas of O 
levels or CSEs or for university and 
polytechnic level. 

Ine fact that the number of candi- 
dates for A level history is going down 
both in absolute and relative numbers 
and that the ability range of the pupils 
studying history -is so wide, tends to 
pose publishers problems for history 
books- at this level. “Class sets of 
textbooks a re often used for something 
like 10 years", says Anna Fedderi at 
Methuen and the publishers reflect this 
in their reprinting of the tried and 
trusted like Anthony Wood's 
Nineteenth-century Britain from Long- 
man and Pauline Gripe's.

Seeking for a sense of 
direction 

Some observations by Paul Noble on a Historical Association 
survey of lea guidelines for primary history 


The popularity of the term “Guide- 
lines, may be due, in part at least, to 
the way it fits the fine line that 
separates the giving of instruction from 
the giving of advice. “Guide” conveys 
help, assistance and support while 
“line'' has a harder edge, positive and 
direct. It knows where it s Koine. . 


77ie ’ Primary Survey (1978) sug- 
gested that in some subjects, for 
example, history, schools lacked this 
sense of direction. Guidelines were 
needed. Further impetus to the for- 
mulation of written policy statements 
was given by the DES in October 198J 
when circular 6/81 instructed each 
local authority to “review its policy For 
the school curriculum . . . and its 
I arrangements for making that policy 
known to all concerned. 

In particular the Secretary of State 
made it dear that in his view, “Schools 
should set out in writing the aims which 
they pursue through tne organization 
of the curriculum and in teaching 
programmes." 

In 1984, the Historical Association 
undertook to discover what sort of 
guidelines in history had been pro- 
duced by local education authorities. 
The weighty pile of correspondence 
that resulted' represented a response 
rate of one in three. The 45 replies 
included one, obscurely, from the 
Aberdeen Department of Tourism - 
“What's on and where to shop in , 
Aberdeen.” Many stated that they had 
no guidelines (19), although most 
enclosed some documentation albeit 


of n general or exploratory nature. 
Discussion papers and draft publica- 
tions were common as the lengthy 
process of producing policy statements 
was undertaken. The Royal County of 
Berkshire and the Metropolitan 
Borough of Barnsley were, in this 
respect at least, in the same category. 

Authorities proved to be wary of 
handing down to teachers, “tablets of 
stone" which might be ignored, conse- 
quently almost all the documents were 

E reduced bv working parties, usually 
id by a local adviser, on whicn

teachers, and in some cases, head- 
teachers, formed the majority. The 
enthusiasm of many l.e.a.s for the 
policy statement exercise must be in 
doubt for there was little sign that the 
task was undertaken with any relish. 


Some have obviously failed to do the 
job at all. This may be due to lack of 
expertise (as with Dorset, no history 
advisers) or money, biit perhaps the 
reasons are more fundamental.

the almost overwhelming range of 
primary material they brought with 
them. 

Talking with local old people about 
their experiences in the First World 
War brought home a real awareness of 
the value of the project. Here was an 
event only just in living memory. To 
sec the photographs, tolook at objects 
in n museum, to read original letters 
und poems is n moving experience; to 
hove someone who lived through the 
events bring them in and talk about 
them lends to leave us almost lost for 
words. As one sixth-former com- 
mented in a project diary: “Oral 
history provided the meat where facts, 
figures and records provided the 
tones. Even though some of the 
information was irrelevant, without 
talking to people my project would 
have been boring to write and boring 
to read."

the MSC scheme. Mixed ability third- 
year classes were set a challenge. They 
were asked to act as apprentice histo- 
rians with the difficult task of evaluat- 
ing the whole census. Their success 
surprised us all. Each class was divided 
into groups with specific jobs such as 
counting the number of children who 
worked in the 10-14 age group and 
establishing the most common occupa- 
tions. They then gave their results to a 
control group who tabulated the in- 
formation from the three enumerators' 
books. Another group is now involved 1 
in transferring the intonnation on to a 
computer. Not all the pupils found it 1 
easy as one third-year ruefully re- 
marked in her write-up: “I think that 
tho hardest part of using a . census is 
reading the handwriting to find out 
peopled jobs. But 1 managed it so it 
must be quite easy. Apart from that it 
is ‘child’s play’ - and it is very interest- 
ing finding au about the people's lives 
before ours." 

One of the needs of both projects is 
to tap the resources of the community. 
Here the local media provided valu- 
able support for a student who wished 
to study a Forest of Dean prisoner of 
war camp. Little archive information 
was available either in the Gloucester 
or the Public Record Office, so we 
contacted a local newspaper to ask if 1 
any of their readers had any know- 
ledge of or involvement in the camps. 
This led to the student unearthing a 
fascinating story, of the relationship 
between tne prisoners of one of the 



camps and the people of the Forest of 
Dean. Some of the foresters struck 
life-long friendships with the prisoners 
who were put to work on the farms. 
The villagers were willing to take men , 
who many regarded as enemies, into 
their homes. For this the prisoners 
were deeply grateful. There are exam- 
ples of the prisoners or their relatives 

still corresponding with local people 40 
years on. 

One of the joys of the projects is the 
opportunity it gives to feed results | 
back to the community and other parts 
of the school curriculum. Pupils nave 
talked about their findings on local 
radio; follow-up stories have been 
published in the press. The school 
Itself has published a booklet contain- 
ing the interviews with local old people 
| railed Lessons of a Lifetime and is in 
the process of compiling a history of 


The findings of the sixth-form stu- 
dents have led to the development or 
work programmes for pupils lower 
down the school. Many pupils see the 
value and possibilities and as one sixth- 
former wrote: “Oral history has many 
advantages over the conventional wnt- 
ten history. Rather than competing 
with each other they tend to be 
complementary, adding original and 
varied points to standard text. 

Projects like this can never reach 

fruition. What is important is the | 
process, the activity and the involve- 
ment they encourage. As teachers we 
have to accept we are not the experts 
on many of the topics. Our role is to 
facilitate the pupils in their en-- 
deavours, sustain their enthusiasm and 
utilize ihe range of contacts and sup- 
port that the communit y can provide.

There is an even wider argument for 
teaching the history of science and 
technology in our schools. If our pupils 
learn how and why machines and 
computers work they will become 
imbued with an expectation of 
rationality in everyday life. too. 
Schooled in cause and effect in physic- 
al terms they will be more able to 
recognize effects in society around 
them and proceed to search for causes. 
They will be less inclined to tolerate 
the politicians' bleating about the 
inevitability of unemployment and 
poverty as though they were caused by 
the tides or sun-spots.

The publication of the third volume of 
William Moffat's five-volume history 
of Scotland - the first two already 
being in circulation - gives a further 
chance to assess the character of this 
major venture in Scottish history.

In contrast, the first of the three 
volumes on Scotland in Basil Black- 
well's Evidence series shows up nil that 
has been good about classroom history 
reaching developments in the last 20 or 
so years. Sydney Wood's authoritative 
varied and interesting selection offers 
the pupil considerable insight into the 
character of Scottish life - not just the

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There is no doubt that the evideucc 
approach offers a much better basis 
from which to study Scotland's past 
and this will be all the more true when 
Standard Grade History emerges from 
its present limbo.

D oes it matter what children 
do in the school holidays or 
at weekends? It is a question 
always too late for this year, 
too early for next or just inconvenient. 
Once the dust has settled after the 
summer, holidays are quickly for- 
gotten. 

Serious consideration of their place 
in a child’s education is particularly 
appropriate at the present time. The 
traditional thrust and orientation of 
the school curriculum towards the 
world of work is being given added 
weight by the new courses in vocation- 
al and technical training - TVEI 
(Technical and Vocational Initiative) 
for example. But for many children 
work will be a luxury, perhaps n 
peripheral and a spasmodic factor in 
their lives. Leisure, in the sense of free 
time, could be an increasingly large 
element. Yet courses concerned with 
broadening the horizons of pupils in 
the field of the materially intangible, 
important but unfashionable “quality 
of life" are amongst the first to be 
whittled away or cut completely. 

Heritage Education has come to the 
(ore recently with the formation of 
English Heritage (The Historic Build- 
ings and Monuments Commission) 
and the setting up of the Heritage 
Education Trust. 

Much Heritage Education exists 
already under different guises; in en- 
vironmental studies, history, geogra- 
phy, biology and art history. But if 
Heritage Education is to be expanded, 
developed and emphasized, as it right- 
ly should be, where is the time for it 
going to be found? 

Heritage Education on one hand is 
concerned with alerting children to 
the need to care and conserve certain 
aspects of the surviving cultural and 
physical remains of our past. By giving 
them a broad perspective on what that 
heritage is, they will be able to make 
value judgements as to what is worth 
conserving as they grow up. On the 
other hand it is concerned to promote 
the use of heritage sites for both 
educational and leisure activities. It 
naturally bridges the gap between 
school and home, school term and 
school holidays. We should investigate
